FRENCH CLAMOR FOR MEN 
IN TRENCHES, ALSO MONEY.

Washington, April 30.—All of Amer­ 
ica’s enormous man power and money 
must be thrown into the fields of war 
if the world is to be 
saved 
from 
Prussianism, and it must 
now 
be 
available. 
Members of the French and British 
missions today impressed this 
upon officials of this government vtth 
a persistency that can permit of no 
$loubt of its truth. 
It was further 
emphasized 
today 
when Rene Vlvlani, as head of ¿he 
French mission, called at the White 
House and held a lengthy conference 
with President Wilson. 
It was the 
first time that the president had con­ 
versed privately with a member of 
either commission.

real truth of what America’s part s. 
The prospect of America’s flag dy­ 
ing in the trenches of northern France 
grew brighter today.

CONSCRIPTION BILL 
PASSES WITH A WHOOP. 
Washington, April 30.—(Special.I — 
The house and the senate passed the 
conscription bill late Saturday night 
by an overwhelming vote. * 
The vote stood: 
House—397 for, 24 against. 
Senate—69 for, 18 against. 
In the last hours of the fight the 
strong opposition to the draft 
act 
weakened before 
the 
avalanche of 
telegrams from back home and .he 
certainty of defeat which facqd them. 
Some of the friends of the volunteer 
movement, seeing the inevitable, voted 
*or conscription with the view of \id- 
ng the nation'in presenting a solid 
front to the enemy. 
The Age Limit. 
The senate bill provides for the 


drafting of men between the ages A. 
21 and 27, while the house bill fixes 
the age limit at from 21 to 40. 
Use 
conference Committee 
of 
the 
two 
houses will undertake to reach an 
agreement and may compromise. 
The senate bill also provides that 
the private soldier shall be paid 129 
per month, instead of $15 as at pres­ 
ent. while the house bill falsea .he 
soldier’s pay to $30 per month. 
No 
person is allowed to send a substitute 
under the terms of th* act. When the 
bill finally becomes a law, after the 
house and senate have reached 
an 
agreement, every male citizen within 
the prescribed age limits will be re­ 
quired to register, and from this num­ 
ber will be selected the first call of 
500,000 men. It is expected that the 
jury wheel will be used in selecting 
the names of those drafted into tlis

W riters' m#fgr on Thla Point, But 
Measurement of Five Feét 8even 
Inches la Genetzdly Accepted. 


In view of the evidence In existence 
regarding the height of Napoleon, there 
cannot, I think, be much doubt that the 
measurements given by Darling are 
approximately correct, writes Arnold 
Chaplin In the London Times. 
The 
evidence Is as follows: 
On the same 
day that Darling measured the body 
Antomarchi performed tfie post mor­ 
tem examination, and In aie very care­ 
ful report of^thgt operation gave the 
height of Napoleon. 
He says: “La 
hauteur totale, du sommet de la tete 
aux talons, etalt de cinq pleds deux 
pouce8 et quatre lignes.” 
(See “Les 
Derniers Moments de Napoleon,” vol­ 
ume 2, page 117, edition 1898.) * This 
measurement was, of course, expressed 
In the old French scale, and when re­ 
duced to the English equivalent Is 
equal to about, though not quite, six 
and one-half Inches. 
Again, on August 22, 1817, Ckrarand 
relates In his “Journal" that Napoleon 
was measured against the door of 
Mme. Bertrand’s villa. Hwsays: “ Nous 
nons mesurons tous sur la porte, 
1’Empereur a cinq pleds, deux ponces 
francais.” (See Bourgaud’s “Journal,” 
volume 2, page 259.) 
This somewhat 
rnugh* measurement when reduced to 
the English scale Is about, though not 
quite, five feet six and 
one-fourth 
Inches. 
It has often been stated that 
Napoleon was only five feet two Inches 
In height, but evidently the old French 
measurement of five pleds two pouces 
has been mistaken for the English one. 
Tt would appear, therefore, that An­ 
drew Darling’s measurement of five 
feet seven inches was very nearljT&%.
